Hi Don, 

One last email for today, promise :) 

I'm in the middle of the process to get the market set for EBT which is required 
for the street services to sign off and issue the market's street permit. 

All up, I'm in touch with the various departments to make this happen as quickly 
as possible but ideally, if you can - we will need the new bank account numbers 
by the end of next week to include in the secondary application with the state. 
Once the bank account is set up, just need the account information including the 
routing number to include in the final step of the EBT/USDA application process. 

Further details as to what EBT is and how it plays an integral part in getting our 
permit and for the market listed below.

• EBT - is an on-site foot stamp program - with farmers' markets partnering 
with the state to help families/individuals in need. 

• At the farmers' market, we are issued a POS device that allows us to slide 
the recipient's benefit card for money that the state deposits directly into 
our farmers' market account to which we issue farmers' market wooden 
tokens (recipient's then use the tokens to purchase goods at the market) to 
which we reimburse the farmer/vendor at the end of the market (essentially 
credit back to them). 

• All this is thoroughly tracked at the point of sale/distribution of coins and at 
the end of the market day as well as secondarily tracked/accounted for 
matching my records with the market's accountant/bank records. 

• All up, while it's required now (just became mandated a couple weeks ago) 
—it's a great program that has helped Wednesday's bottom line and will 
sure to be a great addition to Sundays. Ideally, if there is a strong following 
we may get additional programming resources to create a market match 
program which has been a huge success at other farmers' market being a 
significant draw. More on that later but first we just need to get approved 
for EBT and get our street permit :)
